18.—‘Con­ 
stantinople has been occupied by a1* 
lied forces under General Sir George 
F. Milne of the British army. 
This long-looked for military dem­ 
onstration by the allies against Tur­ 
key was carried out with only one un­ 
toward happening, a serious clash at 
the war office, where the Turks resist­ 
ed the allied tro< ps. 
An exchange of shots resulted in 
which several junjabs of the British 
East Indian forces and a few Turks 
were killed. 
The excitement caused by the oc­ 
cupation quieted down before darkness 
which brought absolute calm. 
Fleet Protects Landing. 
The landing of the forces of occu­ 
pation was carried out under the guns 
of the formidable allied fleet anchored 
in the Bosphorus. The British dread­ 
nought Benbow was moored at 
the 
Galata, quay, her guns trained upon , 
Stamboul. Another man-of-war faced j 
the arsenal in the Golden Horn, while 
all the other warships in the Bosphor­ 
us were standing by with their decks 
cleared f^r action. 
Except in the instance stated, how­ 
ever, there was no resistance to the 
allied forces as they carried out the 
orders for the occupation of the his­ 
toric capital of the Ottoman empire. 
The population, in fact, showed little 
alarm, nor was there any sign of panic > 
except in one section of Stamboul as 
the commanders of the allied troops ; 
brought their forces ashore. 


Warning to Turks. 
The dead walls of Constantinopit j 
Were placarded with a proclamation by 1 
Major General Henry F. M. Wilson 
of the British troops, declaring that I 
any one committing any 
act, 
that 
threatened the safety of the 
allied 
forces would be tried by court martial 
and sentenced to death or such oiher 
penalty as the court might fix. 
The 
proclamation was printed in Greek, 
English and drench and it was eagerly 
scanned by curious crowds in all sec­ 
tions of the city, which after the land­ 
ing took place, wander 
around 
the 
streets in a dazed manner, apparently 
unable to understand exactly what had 
happened.

Sow of American gold to foreign cap­ 
itals now exceeds $1,000,000 a day, 
reports to the treasury indicated to­ 
day. 
Gold exports at tsi rate far ex­ 
ceed the record marks established 
last year, and heavier demands cal­ 
ling for still larger shipments, indi­ 
cate exports may overtop the present 
high total. 
Federal resei4fe board 
officials today estimated that gold ex­ 
ports for 1920 may reach $400,000,- 
0 0 0 . 
Tabulations on shipments of the 
precious metal abroad 
show 
that 
South America 
gets 
the 
larges* 
share. 
Practically one third of the 
gold shipped since January I has 
gone to consignees in Argentina. Al. 
most equally large shipments went 
to China and Japan. 
The steady drain upon the gold 
supply is but slightly offset by im­ 
ports.

Attempt 
Made 
To 
End 
Technical State of War 
With Germany. 


Washington, March 18.—Final ac­ 
tion on the peace treaty by the senate 
is scheduled 
for 
tomorrow—four 
months after its first defeat on Nov. 
19. 
Senator Lodge, the Republican lead­ 
er served notice he will hold the sen­ 
ate in session tonight if necessary that 
the resolution of ratification may be 
whipped into final shape before the 
end of today's session. 
Under the rules of the senate, the 
resolution would lie over a day, or 
until tomorrow. A suspension of the 
rules would, however, permit a final 
vote on it by tonight. Such a vote is 
not anticipated, however, 
until to­ 
morrow. 
. 
Senator Lodge plans to get rid oi 
all pending reservations and amend­ 
ments and of other loose ends of the 
treaty situation at today’s session so 
that a final vote will come not late! 
than tomorrow. 
Defeat of the treaty for a second 
time despite last hour efforts to force 
ratification is generally anticipated on 
all sides. 
At least 15 Republicans and 25 Dem 
crats are expected to vote against rat­ 
ification as a result of the coalition be, 
tween the “irreconcilables” opposed to 
the treaty on any condition and ad­ 
ministration senators standing unal­ 
terably against the Lodge reservation 
program. Only 33 votes are needed to 
block ratification. 
Tremendous 
pressure 
is 
being 
brought to bear by outside influences, 
political and otherwise, to compel rati­ 
fication. 
Defeat of the treaty is expected to 
be followed by an attempt to end the 
technical state of war still existing be­ 
tween the United States and Germany 
by the adoption of a resolution declar­ 
ing peace to be restablished between 
the two countries. 
A resolution by which the treaty 
would be returned to the president with 
a notification that the senate had failed 
to ratify is also contemplated. 
Whether the treaty is ratified or not 
leaders of all factions agree the moot 
question of the entry of the United 
States into the league of natins can­ 
not now be kept out of the campaigk 
in which the long disputed article X is 
regarded as certain to be one of the 
big issues. 


Washington, March 18.—The Re­

TROOPS BATTLE 
THE SPARTICISTS 
- IN WESTPHALIA 


Three of the chief 
leaders of the 
revolution—Wolfgang Von Kapp, Gen­ 
eral Von 
Luettwitz 
and 
Colonel 
Bauer—have all fled from Berlin, it 
-was learned tonight. Von Kapp and 
Von Luettwitz left immediately after 
they handed their resignations to 
Vice Chancellor Schiffer (of the old 
Ebert constitutional government.) 
Gen. Von Seecht, who w^s left in 
command of the revolutionary troops, 
pnwinisdd to remove them from Ber­ 
lin immediately. 
This 
situation is 
very bad. 
Unter Den Linden, 
the 
chief thoroughfare of the city of 
Berlin, is filled with barbed wire en­ 
tanglements and machine guns. The 
reichswehr (troops supporting Ebert) 
is threatening to attack the Bailie 
troops (supporting Von Kapp) unless 
they are withdrawn forthwith. 
It is estimated that there are about 
50,000 reichswehr troops in 
Berlin 
and environs. Their leaders claim to 
have enough soldiers to crush the 
spartacists. 
Spartacists leaders con­ 
trol the strike situation, however. 
Spartacist chiefs called upon Herr 


Noske and a revision of the Ebert 
cabinet. 
Leaders of the independent 
socialists demanded the surrender of 
all persons responsible for the Von 
Kapp uprising so they can be tried 
for high treason. 
They insist thiV 
no amnesty shall be declared. 
The communists ask the demobili­ 
zation of the 
reichswehr 
on 
the 
ground that these troops are reaction­ 
ary and untrustworthy. 
This request was rejected with the 
explanation that if 
the reichswehr 
were disbanded, there would be noth­ 
ing to prevent the Spartacists from 
securing power. 
Leaders of the workmen explained 
that their antagonism 
to the 
Von 
Kapp group was not only based on 
fears of revival of the monarchy, but 
also because they resent a return of 
“grinding pre-war conditions’’ when 
they worked 12 hours a day. It was 
declared that the men surrounding 
Von Kapp were the same who were 
responsible for the pre-war drudgery 
of the laboring class. 


ALLIES REMAIN 
FIRM ON LINES

Amsterdam, March IS.—A serious 
Spartacist 
movement 
in

phalia has resulted in batties with 
the troops and there have been a 
number of casualties, according to 
the Telegram’s Munster correspon­ 
dent. 
Fighting was reported to be still 
in progress last night 
at 
Hagen, 
where troops had been rushed to put 
down a local soviet republic, the cor­ 
respondent adds. 
Two battalions of

men, the dispatch says, and armed 
laborers now total 8000. Air men sent 
as observers have been received by 
the laborers with heavy machine gun 
fir©. 
The remainder of the troops 
are concentrated near Soest and Weill 
awaiting reinforcement. 


Decision Made 
Not., 
to 
Advance U n l e s s 
Necessary. 


Paris, Mar. 18.—The 
allies have 
reached the definite decision not to 
advance a single foot beyond their 
present military lines in Germany un­ 
less some new turn in German af­ 
fairs actually threatens a resumption 
of the war, it was learned todav. 
It was pointed out that 
as 
the 
British and French have already rati­ 
fied the treaty of Versailles, an ad­ 
vance by the Anglo-French 
armies 
would create an actual state of war 
and upset the peace treaty. 
As the United States has not rati­ 
fied the treaty, it is held that only 
the United States troops that are 
still on the Rhine under the armistice 
terms could advance into Germany. 
One view advanced today was that 
if German conditions compel allied 
military measures the first serial in­ 
vasion probably would be made from 
Poland. The crack “Kosciusko squad­ 
ron’’ of the Polish army, which is 
made up almost wholly of American-* 
is only 160 miles east 
of 
Berlin 
French strategists also1 point out that 
practically all of the important Ger­ 
man coal fields are “under the al­ 
lies’ guns.” 


London, March 18.—An Exchange 
telegraph dispatch from Amsterdam

WANT TO REMOVE 
AMERICAN CITIZENS 
FROM ALL BERLIN 


London, March 18.—According to 
reports from Germany, rioting con­ 
tinues. 
Casualities at various places 
vary from IO to more 
than 
IOO. 
Fifty-nine persons have been 
killed 
and upwards to IOO wounded in dis­ 
orders at Treves, in the American 
zone of occupation, southwest of Co­ 
blenz, according to advices received 
in London. 
Revised figures for the casualities 
in the fighting at Dresden are said to 
show that more than IOO were killed 
and 300 wounded. 
Disorders are reported from Bonn, 
where a French military truck acci­ 
dently injured several persons. 
The 
driver and several French officers 
were attacked and narrowly escaped 
lynching. 
It is said that police of­ 
ficers fired into the mob and many 
persons were either killed or wound­ 
ed. 
Rioting also occurred in several 
sections of Berlin. 
Twelve parsons 
were 
slain 
in 
Potsdamer 
Platz. 
Clashes also took place at Fridenau, 
Charlott©nburg, 
Schoneberg 
and 
Tege!, suburbs of Berlin. 
Forty-four persons have been killed 
in Essen, according to an officio.4 
British telegram. 


Washington, March 18.—Failure of 
some packers to use a sufficiently high 
temperature during sterialization 
of 
ripe olives in glass containers permit­ 
ted development of the botulinus germ 
which caused the deaths of 25 persons 
two months ago, said a report of spe­ 
cialists cf the bureau of chemistry, 
who have just concluded an investiga­ 
tion in cooperation with the public 
health service. 
The poison would develop just the 
same in tin containers, 
the 
report 
showed, if the olives were not suffi­ 
ciently processed, but as there is no 
danger of breakage involved in tin 
the packer does not hesitate to apply 
the proper degree of heat to kill the 
germ in sterilization. 
The investigation disclosed only one 
fatality where a tin confcaner was in­ 
volved, but this contained a relish con­ 
sisting of minced ripe 
olives, 
the 
poison forming through 
inadequate 
processing. 


OFFICERS CONFER 
WITH JAPANESE 


Berlin,

17—(Noon)—The 
American and British missions in Ber­ 
lin are attempting to arrange with 
the International Red Cross 
for a 
train to remove American and British 
citizens from Berlin. 
German offi­ 
cials said they could not guarantee a 


J safe passage because of the news that 
the Spartacists in the Ruhr district 
had defeated the reichswehr and prob­ 
ably command the railway lines. The 
missions then attempted to arrange 
for the departure of the raericans and 
Britishers by way of Dentzig. 
A large number of 
Americana, 
mostly business men, who 
went to 
Leipzig to attend a commercial fair, 
are reported panic stricken as a re­ 
sult of the street fighting in that city. 
So far as known none has been injures 
but they are reporetd to be making 
desperate efforts to leave the city by 
automobile and airplane. 
Von Kapp has issued an official de­ 
nial of the report that the 
British 
were forewarned of the revolution or 
collaborated with the revolutionaries.

The illustrations

the lamp itself and a vierw of the 
memorial arch way in Prospect 
Park, Brooklyn, lighted at night 
from a distance 
of over three 
mile#. 
The beam of this light when 
projected directly upward is visi­ 
ble for over one hundred 
miles 
under proper weather conditions. 
Code messages 
which can be 
read in every town within seventy 
miles of Dayton, will be flash­ 
ed in all directions from Day­ 


ton between the hours of seven 
and nine every night. 
Many Xenia people watched the 
demonstration of the light from 
this city. The light was first visi­ 
ble about seven o'clock and was 
startling to many who had not 
previously heard of it. 
The rays
